There  was  a recent  editorial  in  another  magazine  concerning  public  dissent 
among  various  members  and  organizations  in  the  transgendered  community.  The 
author  felt  that  such  dissent  hurts  us  both  as  individuals  and  as  a community.  She 
also  mentions  “Turf”  battles  as  certain  groups  vie  for  supremacy  over  specific 
geographic  areas. 

Well,  that  should  not  come  as  a surprise  to  anyone  who  has  ever  been  involved 
in  any  group  that  is  primarily  organized  and  run  by  men.  And,  after  all  is  said  and 
done,  we  are  still  men.  Men  are  conditioned  to  think  in  hierarchies  and,  therefore, 
they  tend  to  organize  in  an  hierarchical  manner.  Our  support  groups  have  well 
defined  lines  of  responsibilities,  e.g.  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary,  Trea- 
surer, and  so  on. 

It  has  also  been  noted  that  many  transvestites  are  Type- A personalities;  over- 
achievers. It  is  no  wonder  then  that  we  see  these  power  struggles  within  groups  and 
between  organizations.  It  is  inevitable  because  we  still  think  like  men.  We  can’t  help 
it.  We  must  succeed.  We  must  be  the  best.  We  must  be  supreme.  We  must  dominate. 

Actually,  I think  dissent  is  good  for  our  community.  Too  often,  tradition  becomes 
a substitute  for  thinking.  Dissent  shakes  the  foundations  of  tradition  and  if  the 
tradition  topples  a new  format  takes  its  place.  Sometimes  it  is  necessary  to  shake 
the  foundations  pretty  hard  in  order  to  get  heard. 

I think  a good  example  is  what  is  happening  within  Tri-Ess  right  now.  I have  been 
a sever  critic  of  the  “closed”  group  Tri-Ess  philosophy.  Apparently,  so  have  several 
key  members  of  the  Tri-Ess  hierarchy.  Tri-Ess  is  re-examining  its  role  in  the 
community  and  is  making  internal  changes  to  bring  itself  up  to  par.  They  have 
changed  their  representative  body  to  better  reflect  the  needs  and  desires  of  their 
membership.  I see  these  changes  as  only  bringing  greater  benefits  to  Tri-Ess. 

The  key  to  useful  dissent  among  peers  is  unity  not  uniformity.  A uniform  mind- 
set breeds  stagnation  while  a sense  of  unity  allows  for  all  types  of  differences.

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Shopping 


Generally,  every  woman  finds  some  degree 
of  happiness  in  being  able  to  shop  for  new 
clothes.  Whether  she’s  creating  a new  ward- 
robe or  expanding  an  established  one,  the  act 
of  spending  money  and  using  credit  cards 
(even  at  20  percent  interest)  is  nearly  as  good 
as  sex,  or  at  least  as  good  as  a favorite  meal. 

For  men  the  art  of  shoppingis  fairly  simple. 
Using  shoes  as  an  example,  if  a man  needs 
new  shoes,  he  simply  buys  new  shoes — black 
or  brown.  For  the  woman  or  cross-dresser 
(CD),  shopping  is  a far  more  complicated  art. 

First,  there  is  always  the  need  to  compara- 
tively shop  in  order  to  find  the  best  possible 
price  for  that  special  pair  of  shoes.  Secondly, 
the  selection  of  color  and  style  are  critical.  The 
shoes  must  match  the  garment  and  other 
accessories  exactly!  Or,  it  must  be  a perfect 
complimentary  shade.  In  addition,  shoes  must 
compliment  the  style  of  the  garment.  They 
must  be  fashionable  and  different  enough  to 
suggest  that  the  woman  is  special. 

For  the  biological  woman,  the  selection 
process  includes  shopping  (consciously  or 
subconsciously)  at  as  many  shoe  stores  as 
time  and  transportation  permits.  The  process 
also  includes  trying  on  at  least  twenty  similar 
pairs  of  a particular  color  and  style  of  shoe  for 
the  one  that  is  most  perfect. 

For  the  novice  CD,  the  selection  process 
might  be  complicated  by  the  desire  to  pur- 
chase the  shoes  first,  then  try  them  on  privately 
at  home.  If  the  shoe  doesn’t  fit,  the  options  are 
to  throw  them  out,  wear  them  anyway,  or 
return  them  in  order  to  start  the  whole  pro- 
cess over  again!  Beauty  is  expensive. 


Nevertheless  when  the  process  is  completed, 
it  is  generally  considered  to  be  worth  all  the 
time  and  effort.  Happiness  is  easily  deter- 
mined to  be  a new  outfit  and  a collection  of 
carefully  chosen  accessories.  It’s  all  basic  to 
being  feminine. 

CASH,  CREDIT  OR  LAY  AWAY 

Cash:  Have  you  ever  noticed  the  different 
techniques  a woman  uses  to  acquire  a new 
outfit  or  pair  of  shoes?  It  doesn’t  matter  that 
she  works  for  minimum  wage,  nor  that  she 
lives  on  a very  limited  budget.  A woman  will 
find  some  way  to  acquire  that  special  garment 
at  that  special  price. 

For  those  of  us  fortunate  enough  to  have  a 
sizable  amount  of  disposable  income,  the  first 
and  preferred  option  is  always  cash.  It’s  quick 
and  it’s  easy.  You  see  it.  You  buy  it.  You  take 
it  with  you.  There’s  no  finance  charge,  no 
minimum  monthly  payment  and  no  possibil- 
ity of  damaging  a fragile  credit  history. 

Unfortunately,  fewer  people  are  able  to 
utilize  this  option.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the 
government  constantly  insists  that  the 
economy  is  strong  and  the  inflation  rate  is 
low,  it  seems  the  cost  of  buying  new  clothes 
has  risen  a lot  faster  than  salaries.  Am  I right 
or  wrong? 

President  Bush  and  his  circle  of  million- 
aires might  be  happy  about  being  able  to  use 
cash,  but  more  Americans  are  relying  on 
credit  cards  than  ever  before. 

Credit:  I remember  having  $3,000  on  my 
VISA  card.  At  a 1 9.8%  interest  rate,  I paid  $50 
every  month,  simply  for  finance  charges! 
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My  minimum  payment  was  somewhere  in 
the  area  of  $85  per  month.  Fifty  of  those 
dollars  were  going  towards  paying  off  the 
interest!  It’s  ridiculous  because  you  can 
presently  buy  a new  home  at  about  10% 
interest.  Furthermore,  if  I had  paid  the  mini- 
mum monthly  payment  (without  any  addi- 
tional purchases),  it  would  have  taken  me 
over  eight  years  to  pay  off  the  VISA  card.  For 
my  $3,000  in  purchases,  I would  have  paid 
VISA  $8 ,000 ! A $3 ,000  used  car  at  1 7%  would 
cost  less  than  $4,000. 

VISA  is  only  one  example.  The  condition 
holds  true  for  any  other  credit  card.  It’s  worse 
if  there’s  an  annual  membership  fee.  Ameri- 
can Express,  for  example,  gets  $75  for  the 
primary  Gold  Card  user,  and  $35  for  every 
additional  user. 

There’s  no  doubt,  however,  that  credit  cards 
are  convenient.  This  is  true  whether  or  not 
they  make  any  economic  sense.  And  most  of 
us  have  to  rely  on  credit  cards  for  a substan- 
tial number  of  purchases.  It’s  one  of  the  devices 
that  enable  the  rich  to  get  richer,  and  the  poor 
to  get  poorer. 

I haven’t  used  my  VISA  card  in  over  two 
years,  and  I’m  still  making  accelerated  (higher 
than  required)  monthly  payments.  In  the 
long  run,  I’ll  be  much  better  off. 

American  Express  now  offers  an  extended 
payment  card,  for  an  additional  fee.  Their 
basic  policy,  however,  is  that  payment-in-fiill 
is  due  upon  receipt  of  the  bill.  It’s  a good  policy 
to  follow  when  using  any  credit  card.  Never 
purchase  more  than  you  can  pay  off  within  a 
month  or  two. 

Lay- away:  Lay-away  is  a purchase  option 
at  most  clothing  stores.  It  provides  a means  of 
paying  a portion  of  the  full  purchase  price, 
over  a predetermined  period  of  time,  until  the 
article  is  paid  in  full.  It  provides  several 
advantages: 

• There  is  no  finance  charge 

• Articles  can  be  purchased  at  a sale  price 

• Different  articles  can  be  purchased  at 
different  stores 

• Lay-away  does  not  affect  the  buyer’s 
credit  history 


• If  a more  suitable  article  is  seen  some- 
where else,  the  amount  paid  can  be  re- 
funded and  applied  to  the  more  suitable 
article. 

Men  tend  not  to  use  the  lay-away  purchase 
option,  because  most  men  like  to  have  an  item 
they  purchase  immediately.  Women  tend  to 
be  more  patient.  At  today’s  prices  for  clothes, 
patience  also  makes  good  economic  sense. 

CATALOGS 

Sears  and  J.C.  Penney  stores  continue  to 
offer  clothing,  household  goods  and  furniture 
through  their  catalogs.  Their  catalogs  quite 
often  enable  a potential  buyer  to  select  from  a 
wider  variety  of  goods  thanis  available  through 
their  stores. 

Payment  can  be  through  a major  credit 
card  or  through  a check.  Checks  must  usually 
clear  before  the  article  is  shipped,  and  this 
means  an  additional  waiting  period.  In  ad- 
dition to  local  taxes,  there  is  usually  a postage 
and  handling  fee  involved  that  is  based  on  the 
weight  or  size  of  the  article  being  purchased. 

Several  stores  refuse  to  ship  to  post  office 
box  numbers.  You  must  provide  the  seller 
with  an  address.  This  is  an  inconvenience  to 
those  of  us  who  live  alone,  or  who  (for  any 
number  of  reasons)  prefer  that  the  article  not 
be  shipped  to  our  residence.  Perhaps,  a spouse 
or  roommate  will  become  aware  that  a pur- 
chase was  made.  Therefore,  a house  number 
must  be  used  and  someone  must  be  home  to 
receive  the  article  when  it  arrives. 

Considering  the  number  of  obstacles  in- 
volved in  making  a catalog  purchase,  it  con- 
tinues to  be  one  of  the  most  utilized  means  of 
buying  clothing  and  accessories.  It  is  espe- 
cially used  by  CD’s. 

One  obvious  reason  is  that  clothing  size  can 
be  computed  using  figures  provided  by  the 
seller.  Sizes  are  based  on  bust,  waist,  and  hip 
sizes  typical  to  most  women.  CD’s  must  usu- 
ally focus  on  the  waist  size.  Hip  size  can  be 
adjusted  usingpadded  hips,  and  bust  size  can 
be  increased  through  padded  bras  or  falsies. 

Another  advantage  to  using  a catalog  is 
that  the  purchaser  does  not  have  to  be  embar-

There  are  a number  of  TV  boutiques  that 
feature  specialty  items.  Unfortunately,  my 
experience  has  been  that  most  boutiques  offer 
inferior  articles  at  very  high  prices — prices 
that  would  make  a biological  woman  faint. 
CD’s  have  been  paying  these  outrageous  prices 
only  because  they  are  unaware  of  any  alter- 
natives. I’ve  shopped  at  Lee’s  Mardi  Gras 
Boutique  in  New  York.  Their  prices  are  fair 
and  the  quality  of  the  accessories  is  always 
good.  Another  good  source  of  specialty  items 
is  Gold  Medal  Hair  Products. 

The  Gold  Medal  Company  is  based  in  New 
York,  and  although  they  feature  wigs  and 
preparations  for  use  by  African-American 
women,  they  also  have  many  of  the  items 
nearly  impossible  to  find  anywhere  else.  And 
most  of  their  products  are  for  use  by  anyone. 

Gold  Medal  publishes  a free  catalog  and 
you  can  also  place  orders  by  telephone.  Readers 
who  are  interested  in  wigs,  padded  panties 
and  other  foundation  garments  may  contact 
me  directly.  I will  prepare  a list  and  send  it  to 
the  company. 

I understand  that  many  of  our  readers  are 


closet  TV5 s who  rarely  go  out  in  public.  The 
appropriate  foundation  garment  is  still  a ne- 
cessity for  those  who  want  to  appear  to  have 
feminine  proportions  in  your  photographs. 
Over  the  years,  I’ve  taken  enough  female 
hormones  so  that  these  articles  are  not  nec- 
essary for  me 

What’s  important  to  remember  is  that  the 
average  woman  is  proportioned  in  such  a way 
that  her  hips  are  10  inches  larger  than  her 
waist.  A substantial  number  of  women  have 
hip  sizes  that  are  1 2 or  1 4 inches  larger  than 
their  waist  size. 

The  average  man,  with  a 32  inch  waist  will 
only  have  36  or  37  inch  hips.  Ideally,  his  hips 
should  measure  42-44  inches  if  he  wants  to 
mimic  female  proportions.  The  CD  who  wears 
a dress  designed  for  the  average  woman  looks 
extremely  odd  without  the  required  padding. 

The  same  1 0 inch  difference  applies  to  the 
bust  line.  A man  with  a 32  inch  waist  might 
have  a 40  inch  chest.  He  therefore  requires 
only  an  additional  2 inches  to  properly  mimic 
female  proportions. 

SUMMARY 

Learn  to  shop  the  way  biological  females 
shop.  Use  credit  cards  only  if  it  becomes  an 
absolute  necessity.  In  addition  to  the  expense 
of  using  credit  cards,  they  create  records  of 
your  purchase  which  could  become  dangerous 
bits  of  information  if  someone  id  undergoing 
a security  investigation  for  a divorce. 

Use  lay-away  to  build  and  to  keep  your 
wardrobe  current.

Wonderland 


Let’s  take  a walk  into  the  back  streets  of 
London  where  the  pretty  boys  gather,  drugs 
innocently  exchange  hands  for  sexual  favors, 
and  the  crossdressers  slink  down  the  street  to 
a bar  named  the  Fruit  Machine.  With  such  a 
background  for  a video  how  can  anything  go 
wrong?  Oh,  but  it  does! 

Eddie  (Emile  Charles)  lives  with  his 
mother,  a faded  beauty  who  has  put  on  weight, 
and  he  watches  Marilyn  Monroe  films  on  the 
television.  All  this  woman  can  talk  about  is 
how  she  could  have  been  a star,  but  wouldn’t 
lower  herself  and  her  standards  to  achieve 
the  goal.  Eddie’s  father  is  a dominant  man 
who  feels  perfectly  in  his  right  to  beat  Eddie 
for  being  a homosexual. 

Eddie  has  only  one  true  friend  and  that  is 
Michael  (Tony  Forsyth).  This  young  man 
turns  tricks  at  the  baths  and  after  he  is 
arrested  for  this  act,  he  manages  to  escape 
juvenile  court  and  take  Eddie  with  him.  The 
boys  set  out  on  what  can  only  be  called  a 
modem  day  Tom  Sawyer  and  Huckleberry 
Finn  adventure  in  the  back  streets  of  London 
and  later  on  to  the  seaside  of  Brighton. 

After  the  boys  meet,  each  with  his  few 
meager  belongings,  they  head  for  the  Fruit 
Machine.  At  the  door  is  Annabelle  (Robbie 
Coltrane  of Nuns  on  the  Run),  a very  big-boned 
crossdresser  who  looks  like  he  raided  the 
closet  of  Pearl  White.  He  is  not  comical  in 
appearance,  but  rather  fitting  for  the  character 
that  he  is,  the  mother  figure  of  the  Fruit 
Machine.  He  tells  the  boys  they  can  come  in  as 
long  as  they  don’t  drink,  do  drugs  or  have  sex 
in  the  johns.  They  readily  agree  and  head 


right  for  the  bar  for  a drink  as  they  look  over 
the  crowd.  It  is  a very  diverse  group,  ranging 
from  leather  boys,  drag  queens  and 
crossdresser  to  lovely  gay  boys  out  for  a bit  of 
fun.  Michael  enters  a dance  contest  that  is 
judged  by  some  of  the  fabulous  creatures  of 
the  night.  He  has  very  stiff  competition  from 
ayoung  crossdresser,  but  whenMichael  strips 
down  to  his  tapered  boxer  shorts,  he  has  the 
contest  won. 

Lurking  in  the  background  is  organized 
crime  that  Annabelle  refuses  to  pay  off.  The 
bar  closes  and  Annabelle  is  locking  up.  In  the 
shadows  a man  lurks,  looking  to  make  sure 
that  the  bar  never  opens  again.  Annabelle 
sees  him  and  after  trying  to  talk  to  him  the 
man  strike  s out  with  one  swipe  of  hi  s machete 
and  Annabelle  is  nothing  more  than  a pile  of 
fabric  and  a wig.  The  killer  - Echo  (Bruce 
Payne)  finds  the  boys  have  seen  him  and  he 
chases  after  them.  They  manage  to  escape  by 
crashing  a party  at  a hotel.  The  party  is  for  the 
opera  singer  Vincent  Barbari  (Robert 
Stephens)  and  he  invites  the  boys  to  his  home 
at  Brighton.  Meanwhile  Michael  is  caught 
through  the  coat  pockets  of  the  guests.  His 
captor,  a female,  spares  him  the  police  and 
later  takes  pleasure  in  his  groin. 

The  boys  are  followed  to  Brighton  by  Echo 
and  he  cuts  up  Vincent’s  face.  Eddie  thinks 
that  Michael  did  this  and  wants  nothing  more 
to  do  with  his  friend.  Eddie  is  constantly  at  a 
nearby  dolphin  show  and  later  returns  at 
night  to  swim  with  them.  He  feels  free  with 
the  dolphins  and  they  enjoy  Ms  attention. 
Echo  follows  Eddie  and  waits  for  him  at  the 
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Vernon  s Specialties,  Inc .

dolphin’s  pool.  Echo  stabs  Eddie  leaving  him 
under  the  bleachers  for  dead.  Michael  is  chased 
by  Echo,  only  escapingbodily  wounds  or  death 
by  hitting  Echo  on  the  head  with  a boat  oar. 

Michael  moves  Eddie  to  an  abandoned 
bathhouse  and  the  next  morning  realizes  that 
his  friend  is  seriously  wounded.  He  goes  for 
help  only  to  find  that  the  dolphins  are  being 
taken  away  on  a truck.  Michael  distracts  the 
driver  of  the  truck  with  the  help  of  a 
sympathetic  female  and  drives  off.  Not  sure 
what  to  do  he  drives  the  truck  into  the  ocean.

The  First  Annual  Miss  Gay  Pennsylvania 
Pageant  was  held  on  August  7 at  The  Cart- 
wheel in  New  Hope,  Pa.  The  event  was  a 
spectacle  rivaled  only  by  Henri  David’s 
Hallowe’en  Ball. 

Ten  professional  (and  some  not-so-profes- 
sional)  female  impersonators  vied  for  the 
crown  and  title  of  Miss  Gay  Pennsylvania. 
The  competition  was  tough  and  the  candidates 
performed  at  their  best  in  each  of  several 
categories. 

The  beginning  of  the  competition  was  un- 
seen by  the  crowd  that  gathered  at  the  club. 
Each  candidate  was  interviewed  in  his  male 
garb  by  the  producers  of  the  pageant  the 
previous  day.  There  was  also  a group  discus- 
sion session  where  each  candidate  could  also 
earn  points  toward  his  final  score. 

A third,  brief  interview  was  the  actual  start 
of  the  pageantry  at  The  Cartwheel.  Each 
contestant  was  presented  to  the  audience  in  a 
white  gown  and  each  made  a short  statement. 
The  total  interview  points  is  150  maximum. 

The  next  presentation  was  Sportswear. 
Each  contestant  presents  himself  in  an  outfit 
of  contemporary  fashion  of  his  choice.  The 
most  popular  style  selected  was  a suit  and 
were  they  ever  gorgeous.  Toni  Michaels,  who 
is  no  petite  chou,  made  his  own  outfit.  The 
winner  of  this  category,  however,  was  Melissa 
Lane  in  a sharp  red  and  black  suit.  The 
maximum  Sportswear  competition  score  is 
1 00  points. 

The  Talent  Presentation  carries  the  most 
weight  in  scoring  — up  to  300  points.  The 
competition  was  most  intense  at  this  point 


and  all  of  the  entertainment  was  spectacular. 
Danee  Russo,  with  the  aid  of  a friend  made  up 
to  look  like  an  actor  from  Cats  and  an  great 
set,  did  the  Paula  Abdul  song  Opposites  At- 
tract which  won  her  the  prize  for  Best  Talent. 

Following  the  strenuous  workouts,  our 
contestants  slithered  into  evening  gowns  for 
the  final  scoring  of  the  night.  The  maximum 
score  for  this  segment  is  150  points.  Contes- 
tants are  judged  for  fit  of  gown,  gown  length, 
proper  accessories,  matching  shoes  and 
graceful  modeling.  Again,  Melissa  Lane  won 
this  category  with  a gown  he  designed. 

Finally,  the  judges  finished  their  scoring 
and  the  awards  were  presented.

From  Female  to  Male 

THE  LIFE  OF  JACK  BEE  GARLAND 


Louis  Sullivan  has  done  it  again!  Previously, 
in  his  first  book,  Information  for  The  Female- 
to-Male  Crossdresser  and  Transsexual  (third 
edition  soon  to  be  released),  he  opened  our 
eyes  to  an  obscure  slice  ofhistory  by  presenting 
an  overview  of  18th,  19th,  and  early  20th 
century  women  who  dressed,  lived,  worked 
and  married  as  men.  And  now,  in  hi  s biography 
of  Jack  Bee  Garland,  he  has  brought  to  life  a 
colorful  character  from  the  past  who  might 
otherwise  have  pined  away  in  musty  news- 
paper morgues  and  dusty  library  archives. 

From  Female  to  Male  is  an  intriguing  ac- 
count of  Jack  Garland  (nee  Elvira  Virginia 
Mugarrieta)  writer,  newspaper  man,  and 
social  worker,  bom  in  San  Francisco  in  1869, 
the  daughter  of  San  Francisco’s  first  Mexican 
consul  and  granddaughter  to  a Louisiana 
Supreme  Court  justice.  Garland’s  life  is 
chronicled  from  his  poverty-stricken  youth  , 
his  notorious  life  of  scandal  in  Stockton,  Cali- 
fornia, to  his  voyages  to  the  Philippines  dur- 
ing the  Spanish- American  war. 

This  in  itself  would  constitute  engrossing 
reading.  The  reader,  however,  is  in  store  for  a 
twist  as  the  author  presents  Garland  (also 
known  as  “Baby  Bean”),  not  as  a lesbian  who 
crossdressed  most  of  her  life  as  a man,  but  as 
a transsexual  who  lived  at  a time  when  there 
was  no  medical  technology  to  transform  her 
body  into  a male’s.  So  Baby  Bean  had  to  settle 
for  the  next  best  thing  - wearing  men’s  cloth- 
ing and  adopting  male  mannerisms. 

Sullivan  spent  five  years  of  painstaking 
research  tracing  Garland’s  past  and  his  find- 
ings revealed  that  Jack  was  distinct  from 


other  female-to-male  crossdressers.  These 
transvestic  women,  according  to  the  author, 
impersonated  men  so  as  to  bypass  hetero- 
sexual life  and  avoid  undesired  male  attention. 
Jack  Garland,  however,  was  unique  in  that  he 
adopted  male  disguise  so  he  could  relate  to 
men  objectively  - without  women  present  - 
and  establish  honest  bonds  with  them,  man  to 
man.  And  while  crossdressed  he  was  able  to 
experience  many  all-male  privileges. 

The  life  story  of  Jack  “Baby  Bean”  Garland 
will  fascinate  readers  as  the  pioneering  spirit 
of  this  early  transsexual  man  who  was  both 
brave  and  compassionate,  lives  on  in  the 
pages  of  Sullivan’s  book,  and  in  the  hearts  and 
minds  of  men  and  women. 

Louis  Graydon  Sullivan  is  a writer  and 
historian,  par  excellence,  and  a member  of  the 
San  Francisco  Bay  Area  Gay  and  Lesbian 
Historical  Society.  His  writings  have  appeared 
in  Metamorphosis  and  The  Advocate.  He  is  a 
popular  speaker  on  human  sexuality  at  The 
Institute  for  the  Advanced  Study  of  Human 
Sexuality.  And  recently  Sullivan  was  pre- 
sented with  a “Gender  Worker  Award”  by  this 
reviewer  for  his  many  years  of  dedication  and 
his  outstanding  contributions  to  the  female- 
to-male  transsexual  community.

For  nearly  three  years,  Blue  Cross/Blue 
Shield  of  Massachusetts  paid  for  her  sexual 
reassignment  psychotherapy  and  hormone 
treatments.  But  when  it  became  time  to  pay 
for  the  nearly  $11,000  surgery,  Blue  Cross 
refused,  prompting  a lengthy  court  battle. 

Any  questions  regarding  Sarah’s  lawsuit 
cannot  be  discussed  because  of  the  settlement 
agreement  she  has  signed.  Please  not  however 
that  all  records  are  documented  in  the  United 
States  District  Court,  Post  Office  Square, 
Boston. 

Sarah’s  plans  for  the  future  include  a mod- 
eling and  acting  career.  She  has  auditioned 
for  a part  as  a dancer  in  a movie  for  a cable 
network  and  is  building  a portfolio  of  photo- 
graphs, many  of  which  are  printed  here.  She 
hopes  the  controversy  and  publicity  that  sur- 
rounded her  transition  will  not  hinder  her 
modeling  or  acting  career,  but  instead  en- 
hance it  by  showing  the  world  that  this  is  a 
woman  who  has  gone  against  all  odds  to  be 
herself. 

She  has  done  a layout  for  Polaroid  as  part 
of  a book  by  accomplished  photographers  on 
couples  and  their  uniqueness.  Miss  Luiz  has 
also  had  a write-up  in  the  June,  1 990  issue  of 


Penthouse  andhas  talked  with  the  magazine’s 
publishers  about  doing  a layout  after  com- 
pleting surgery.  In  addition  to  the  Penthouse 
article,  she  has  been  written  about  in  The 
National  Enquirer,  Woman’s  World  Maga- 
zine, the  Boston  Herald,  Gender  Expressions 
and  has  appeared  with  her  mother  and  sister 
on  the  syndicated  television  show  A Current 
Affair.  She  is  now  working  with  writers  on  a 
movie  and  a book  pertaining  to  her  life  story.
